GILLASPY WANTS 
GREEK POLICEMAN 


More Representatives of Other 
Nationalities Also 


Desired. 

Acting Chief of Police Gillaspy said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday 
that he is thinking of recommending to 
‘the Police Board the appofmtment of 
men of various nationalities, particular- 
ly Italian, Greek, Polish and Bohemian, 
to the force to aid in solving crimes 
committed by persons of their national- 


ities. 

“The murder of Carlo Rondaza Sat- 
urday illustrates the need of more Ital- 
ians on the force,”’ said the Chief.

He 
is their fellow-countryman and under- 
stands thein, while he has no such ad- 
vantage in the fth. 

“We have other Polish patrolmen on 
the force, but we have no Russians or 
Greeks. A policeman who can act as 
a Greek interpreter would be a valua- 
ble man for the department. Offenses 
are frequently committed in the ye 
colony, and it is exceedingly difficult for 
a policeman who speaks only English or 
German to get a line on what has hap-

Investigation of Trust Conditions Results in Wholesale In- 


formations Against Firms and Individuals 
in Monopolistic Agreement,

CINCINNATI, O., July 2%4.—As 4an- 
other result of the protracted probing 
into alleged local trust conditions, the 
grand jury has reported ind{ictments 
against 15 individuals and firms en- 
gaged in the ice business. Recently 
leading wholesale coal dealers and a 
little later the laundries were indicted 
as being trusts, or as conspiring to in- 
terfere with trade. 

The indictments charge conspiracy 
against trade under the Valentine Anti- 
Trust law. Two more indictments were 
returned in the laundry trust investiga- 
tion and are against Henry M. Ziegler, 
theatrical manager and turf man, and 
William C. Ziegler, clerk to the superin- 
tendent of public schools.

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NO COMPROMISE POSSIBLE. 

Ivan Illich Petrunkevitch, who has been conspic- 
uous as a leader of the Constitutional Democrats, 1 
the subject of a biographical sketch in the Outlook 
by George Kennan who visited his family in 1886. 

Petrunkevitch was a memver of the provincial as- 
sembly of Chernigoff. Being active in endeavors to 
promote the welfare of the peasants, he got himself 
into trouble with the Minister of the Interior and 
was classed as “troublesome” and “politically un- 
trustworthy.” Thinking to silence him, the Gov- 
ernment banished him to the distant province of 
Tver. 

But he made a new home there, married the widow 
of Count Panin, a cultivated and attractive young 
woman, and was soon afterward elected to the Pro- 
vincial Assembly of Tver. Again the Overnment 
took alarm. His wife visited’ St. Petersburg 
there an official called on her, showed her an auto- 
graph letter from Czar Alexander III directing that 
her daughter by her first husband be taken from her 
and educated in a state school. The Czar declared 
that he could not allow the daughter of one of his 
loyal subjects to be trained up as a “nihilist.” 

The case is probably not singular, and yet there 
are thinkers even outside of Russia who think some- 
thing can be said for thé autocracy. ; 

The Government of Russia has created its own 
difficulties. It is not bound by its own laws and 
does not hesitate to commit-outrages like this upon 
Mme. Petrunkevitch whenever the Czar or one of 
his keepers is seized with an insane fear. 

It is foolish to expect a compromise with such in- 
terests. The dissolution of the Duma is perhaps the 
best thing that could have happened. It is a con- 
fession, that the differences are irreconcilable and 
that one side or the other must make unconditional! 
surrender.

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HIS ONE GREAT VIRTUE, 
fds multi;gipiinaire . of the old school, Russell 
Sage had & virtue which deserves to be recorded 
for imitation. Chief among his business traits and 
sufficient to cover a multitude of sins was his gen- 
eral tendency to use his money always in business, 
and never in politics for “business purposes.” 

He had little or no personal connection with the 
purchase of legislatures, the corruption of the ju- 
diciary and the control of legislation in Congress by 
the use of money. His associate, Jay Gould, who 
was long notorious as a corruptionist mm politics, 
once said that it was cheaper to elect men than to 
buy them afterwards. But Russell Sage, however 
he may have profited by the results of money spent 
to corrupt politics, did not believe in spending his 
own money for that purpose. ‘ 

As a “plutocrat” is one who uses money corrupt- 
ly as the means of control in government, Russell 
Sage was not in this sense a plutocrat, unless it was 
possibly in exceptions to his rule of keeping his own 
money for his own uses. 

He ghade profits on calamity, public and private. 
He extorted usury on call loans said to have been 
as high as 60 per cent a month or over from the 
victims of Wall street panics. He did not belicve 
that for every dollar any man takes from the com- 
munity he is bound to give the community a dol- 
lar’s worth. He was almost everything a man can- 
not be in the fair trade that is no robbery. But 
he‘ was not a plutocrat. He did as little as he could 
consistently do to corrupt American politics. 

This was his one great virtue, and if it was nega- 
tive in him it is still the one virtue which, as far as 
it is illustrated in the future, will make the United 
States a safe and comfortable place of residence for 
multi-millionaires.

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FRESH AFTER FOUR YEARS. 

City people in the United States and in all parts 
of the world which are civilized enough to be 
reached by the benefits of science, are vitally inter- 
ested in the chemical analyses Chicago is making 
to decide whether fresh fish are still fresh after 
having been kept in cold storage for four years. 

It seems a matter for astonishment when Post- 
Dispatch telegrams announced that a Chicago in- 
spector had seized no less than 25,000 pounds of 
fresh fish which had been kept in storage for four 
years. The reason of course is clear enough. They 
had been held out of market to keep the market 
“steady.” 

Science in cold storage controlled by the modern 
trust, gives us this great boon of perennial fresh- 
ness in what were Once perishable foods. The only 
limit to their freshness is the state of the market. 
If they have been held a year, two years, or three 
‘years, and the market has at last grown steady 
enough to allow them to be sold in the fourth year 
with the market “firm,” then at last we get the 
benefit of their perennial freshness for the break- 
fast table.

them. The articles which appeared in 
the Wellington papers, while they are 
enough to make a person sick, fail to 
do justice to the situation. 

Urged Severe Prosecution. 


“tT urged the officers in Wellington 
to bring legal proceedings against 
Garland & Knowles, the proprietors 
of that packing establishment, and 
prosecute them to the fullest extent 
of the law. Instead of doing so, how- 
ever, they decided to secure an in- 
junction against further use of the 
packing house in its present condi- 
tion, an injunction against the slaugh- 
ter or sale of the 30 hogs which had 
been fed on the refuse from the 
slaughter house, and to serve notice 
upon Garland & Knowles that unless 
they cleaned up their place within 
five days that rigorous prosecutions 
would follow. ; 

“They zaid they did not want to stir 
up a fight against Garland & 
Knowles, but I told them that they 
should show no mercy to a concern 
which has been doing business there 
presumably in this same fashion for 
many years, and has grown rich sell- 
ing auch meat as they prepare at that 
packing house. This firm of Garland 
& Knowles have a big butcher shop 
in Wellington, and supply probably 
two-thirds of the trade of that city 
and have a very large business in 
Sumner County generally. 

‘T am informed that Garland and 
Knowles deny the hogs which we 
founi fattening on entrails and dis- 
eased carcasses were intended for the 
local trade. One of the men employed 
at the packing house said to me: ‘I’m 
zping to tell the truth about this 
thing it they put me cn the witness 
stand, and IT will say to you that these 
nogs are intended for the local trade, 
and are being slaughtered and sold 
here right along.’ However, the ques- 
tion of where they were sold makes 
no difference. They were being fat- 
teneqd for market, and it was easy to 
see that they were in frightful phys- 
ical condition as a result of taking so 
much toxin poisons into their systems. 


All Refuse for Hogs. 


“This packing house stands on the 
sloping side of a ravine. It is built upor 
piles, and the refuse is dumped through 
the floor into a chute. The chute is 
dismantled, however, and consists sim- 
ply of a series or terraces, each terrace 


being a hog wallow, in which the hogs 
lie and eat the refuse. The blood and 
other refuse accumulated under ihe 
juilding in a festering heap, and the 
hogs wade into it until only thuir 
snovts are visible. 

“When 1 arrived there the proprie- 
tors seem to have been somewhat 
stirred by publicity given them in the 
Wellington papers, and they had a mun 
at work inside the building with a hoe, 
trying to scrape up some of the debris. 
But it was a hopeless task. The stuff 
had been accumulating for years. ia 
some places the dried blood, fat and 
refuse was several inches deep on the 
fioor. 

“Over in one corner of the hog lIot 
we found a pile of about twenty aar- 
casses of beeves, which were simply a 
decayed jumble, and the hogs wore 
busy eating this foul mass. We 
learned Garland & Knowles have the 
contract fcr hauling dead animals from 
the stockyards, and they are placed 
here fur tne hogs to devour. 

“Of course the odor was terrible. It 
can be srnelled for a mile, and it was 
this odor that finally caused the inves- 
tigation. The slaughter house is a 
mile from town, in a Secluded place.” 

The State law relating to cleanliness 
in packing houses is strict, and pro- 
vides fies of not more than $50, which 
ean be repeated each five days.

of the Burlington or any other big rail- 
road company. We sell the Burlington 
$60,000 worth of coal per month, and are 
on the best of terms with them. -We 
should be more greatly surprised if the 
ging preg did not enter St. Louis than 
if it did.’’ .. 

The manager of another St. Louis coal 
firm operating in Southern Illinois, also 
owner of a coal road, stated that, as 
the Burlington had such extensive ter- 
minal holdings in North St. Louis, it 
was his opinion that the road intended 
carrying its line from the Southern II- 
linois coal fields across the Mississippi 
River at North St. Louis by the con- 
struction of a bridge.

SEVERE BLOW TO ENGLAND 


Tt was a severe blow t* English oars- 
men to see the Grand Challenge Cup 
leave the country for the first time in 
its history. writes an English critic. 
There is also something ironic in it for 
one who has watched and helped Anglo- 
American sport to see the coveted tro- 
phy carried off ta the Continent after 
the heroic, but fruitless, efforts made 
year after year by Pennsylvania, Yale, 
Cornell and other ‘American crews. This 
fecling is especially poignant, as_ the 
Belgians rowed, from the English point 
of view. in a more unorthodox fashion 
than any American eight that ever came 
here. 

American oarsmen seem fated on the 
Thames. just as Henley seemed fated to 
be the cause of unpleasant tnternational 
squabbles—so much so that R. C. Leh- 
mann. Harvafd’s old coach, one of the 
fairest men In England and a good 
friend of America, seriously suggesta 
that entries from other countries should 
not be allowed at the Henley regatta. 
The latest instance, reminding one of 
the Cornell case, occurred on Wednes- 
day, when the English favorites for the 
Goblets lost the race on a foul claimed 
by the Belgian pair. It appears that 
there was a slight technical foul, but 
the Englishmen waited for their oppon- 
ents to get ever’and then began to race 
again and beat them fairly. Out of this 
has arisen a bitterness that will rankle 
between Belgium and England for some 
fime to come. 

The vietory of the Belgian eight has 
given rise to serious misgivings as to the 
English style of rowing. Experts now 
tell me that Americans were-only pre- 
vented in past years from capturing the 
Hénlev prise by the superior physique of 
the English oarsmen and their failure 
to become acclimated during their short 
stay in England. It would not be sur- 
prising if American methods of oars- 
mavship were adopted to some extent 
next year.
